THE AMERICAN ORNITHOLOGICAL UNION has just held its 
annual convention, and, according to its reports, has done much to 
help the cause of wild-bird protection, especially that of the sea-bird. The 
union has been enabled to accomplish this good work through the instru- 
mentality of the Thayer fund and the generosity of contributors. These 
contributions have placed the enthusiastic ornithologists in a position to 
employ janitors to preside over the destinies of the many breeding-places 
along the coast, and to patrol the islands where the birds do business and 
have their being, and to see to it that the feathered bipeds are not trans- 
lated into bonnet-decorations and stuffed for the idyllic mantel-piece trade. 
On the subject of the national bird protection a well-known member of the 
United States Biological Survey, strangely enough, said nothing about pro- 
tecting the national bird, probably believing that this glorious minstrel is 
thoroughly capable of taking care of himself. One of the most interesting 
papers had for a subject, ‘‘Are humming-birds cypseloid or caprimulgoid?”’ 
We regret to say that the question was not decided; and that we must be 
content to remain in ignorance on this important points. Probably the hum- 
ming-bird himself does not know, and is not losing any sleep over the 
mooted question so long as his appetite is normal and he does not have to 
attempt to satisfy it on paper carnations scented with cologne. If he is sat- 
isfied we cannot see why science should bother about it, when society is 
doing its best to prevail over the ravages of a pumpkin famine.

to be preserved by freezing. This process does not seem so absurd, 
on sober second thought, when it is considered that even a chicken may 
be frozen and kept for an indefinite period, that its youth and tender- 
ness may also be preserved; for it cannot age or become tougher after the 
Reaper has once put his relentless hand upon it. The eggs so preserved 
are certain to retain all their quality of youthful friskiness and elasticity 
and not to become stale, flat, or unprofitable. They should also become 
sufficiently hard to be available as projectiles that could be used over and 
over again on any one who, through some misdemeanor or short-coming, 
might be deserving of so severe treatment. As cold contracts, it is to be 
hoped that the Chicago speculators have made their calculations accord- 
ingly. Suppose. for instance, that one hundred eggs should contract in a 
month of continuous freezing to ninety! That would mean a cold loss of 
ten per cent. And suppose that they should go on contracting at the same 
rate until, at the end of the tenth moon, there would be nothing left? Chi- 
cago speculators, as a rule, are pretty sharp and far-sighted, and it is there- 
fore difficult to believe that they have not made calculations to cover all 
possible contingencies and make it impossible for any Eastern philosopher 
to point the finger of scorn and exhort them never to count their profits 
before the eggs are sold.
